Voters Just Don’t Care 

It certainly is a shame that only 176 of this town’s 
registered voters could find the time to attend a special 
town meeting Sept. 19, 

We realize, of course, that some voters remained away 
from the meeting, hoping to thus prevent a quorum — and 
to thereby kill the request for more drainage money before 
it could be officially placed before the town. 

Others, we agree, may have grave difficulty in meeting 
a 7 o’clock deadline. 

But that does not alter the fact that there are many men 
and women in the town who just don’t care enough or un- 


derstand enough to bother about going to a town meeting. 


Those persons who stayed away did the town a dis- 
service. For their lethargy has forced the board of public 


works into a difficult position. 


Whether or not the individuals agreed with the requests, 
they should have gone to the meeting and voted. [hat 
would have given the BPW a definite mandate rather than 
the resultant confused situation. 

It is entirely possible that the town will be faced with 
another special town meeting soon — a request of the 
school building committee for enough funds to build the 


new high school. 


While that group now has the money to do the actual 
construction, it has been explained that, sooner or later, 
there must be a request for more money. If all the con- 
struction is done, then the money would be needed for fur- 
niture and other necessary items; with such a request per- 
haps not needed until 1956. But we must face the strong 
possibility that the committee will decide to ask for more 
construction funds now. If they do, the voters should do 


their duty and attend the special meeting. 


lownspeople should face up to their responsibilities 
as voters. They should recall that the town’s system of 
government, cherished and nurtured through the years, is 
built on the active participation of all voters — not a 
handful. 

If the voters do not assume their responsibilities, we 
suspect there will be a substantial move for a change in 
the form of government. 


Those voters who do not bother to attend town meeting 
would probably be the first to oppose such a move, but we 
feel that their objections then would be of little value 


based on a record of non-attendance.

Editor of the ‘Townsman: 

Of course the Postoffice depart- 
ment has to live. So it must either 
charge the public as much for | 
every service as this service | 


costs it, or else live by taxation. 
It has to carry some things below 
cost from political motives, in- 
cluding the existence of customs 
that were originally established 
for what used to be political mo- 
tives. So it must live partly by 


taxation. Wherever it has a mo- 


nopoly, it can tax people by 
charging them a more than suffi- 


cient price for its service. In- 
deed, this was originally one of 
the avowed reasons for giving the 
postoffice the monopoly of letter- 
carrying. When I was younger it 


was understood that the post-of- 


fice made about a cent profit on 
every ordinary letter. 

At the present rate of all sorts 
of expenses, it is very likely that 
the post-office does not make a 
profit on carrying an ordinary let- | 
ter. But the postoffice appears to 
have another small monopoly, the 
renting of post-office boxes to 
everybody ‘who goes to the post- 
office to get his mail. So the de- 
partment at Washington has for a 
good while kept sending the post- 
masters an order every several 


months, “‘Make the price of box 


rent so much higher — now make 
it so much higher yet — now jack 
. : ? ¢ 

it up so much more again’’ — till 


now the cheapest Ballardvale 
postoffice boxes are 65 cents a 
quarter, which is $2.60 a year, 
This is a tax. Can we lawfully 
dodge it? Maybe. Several years 
ago there was a proposal that the 
Ballardvale 
closed and we should all get our 
mail by free delivery from And- 


office should be 


over. Some desired the change, but 
the majority of Ballardvale at that 
time preferred to keep our local 
office. The reasons are the same 
now except the reason of expense. 
But now it is going to cost each of 
us $2.60 a year to have our own 
office. For free delivery we should 
have to put up a $3 galvanized- 
iron box out in front, but then that 
would be done once and for all 
and we should not have to pay 
anything next year. What do we 
think now?
